The C hurlcstou n B ridges.— The Joint Select Com­ 
mittee to whom was referred tho memorial of the Di­ 
rectors of the Charles River Bridge, expressing a desire to 
compromise the controversy now pending between them 
and the Warren Bridge Corporation, inude a report 
yesterday, (W ednesday) which was ordered to be 
printed. 
The report is very elaborate, and presents a 
condensed history of the origin and progress of the ex­ 
isting controversy, and the embarrassments that involve 
it. 
'The directors of the Charles River Bridge, in their 
memorial, say that the delays and difficulties attending 
tho suit now pending in the .Supreme Judicial Court of 
the United States, between them and the Warren 
Bridge Corporation, have induced them to propose the 
compromise, and express their readiness to accomplish 
so desirable an object, upon the most reasonable and 
liberal conditions. 
They have mude the four following 
propositions: 
1st. Both bridge* may be united and given to one 
Corporation, and the income divided. 
The State can 
appoint q certain number o f Directors, and require uu 
annual account of receipts and expenditure«. 
2d. '1 he State might give the whole income to the 
proprietors o f the old Bridge, on condition that they 
should surrender what would bo equal to one half of 
their unexpired charter. 
3d. 11 the Sta^e should not choose to derive any in­ 
come to itselt, the nett income belonging to the State, 
might be applied to the reduction of the tolls, according 
to a scale Jgrhich should be ascertained and agreed upon. 
4th. i f the Legislature should deem it expedient to 
adopt a more comprehensive plan, and purchase the 
uncxpircd charters of tho bridge* leading to Boston, 
over Charles River, ik e., thoy express a willingness on 
their part to sell th«ir interest to the Commonwealth. 
The committee object to each o f the three first pro­ 
positions, and recommend the purchase o f the bridge, 
as proposed in the fourth, and submit a resolve authori­ 
zing the Lieutenant Governor to pay the proprietors the 
sum ol 
in ---------- equal annual instalments, if 
the bridge be surrendered on or before the first day of 
May next. 
The present proprietors estimate the cost 
o f the stock of the bridge to them, at $300,000 and 
propose half that sum as the basis of the compromise. 
I he nett income of the bridge the lour years proceeding 
the erection of the YVarren, was a little more than 
$17,000 per annum, and for tho six succeeding years 
$6,850 per annum. 
The charter of the bridg«; will expire in 21 years.__ 
An annuity o f $17,000 for that term, would cost $199,- 
988, and oi $6,850, $70,556. 
The comniilee recom­ 
mend the proffer of a liberal sum, worthy the character 
o fa free and enlightened Legislature.— T rans.
